, "Oh, well, Lamoreaux, old chap, you must remember that I’m 
employed: -by the very best people. Why, I worked for John P. Irish 
and that crowd. They’ve got money, you know, and lots of friends. 
They’ré big business men. And you, why you are just one of the 
rough-neeck union labor crowd that’s always breaking laws and 
tyin’ up industry and the like o’ that. You’re lucky you only got 
five days. 

‘You oughta see my cell up in Martinez—couldn’t be sweller. 
You ain’t in my class. You belong to the employes and I belong to 
the employers. It’s a mistake that I’m in jail at all. 

“Up in aiexsines they’d never have let a labor skate in the same 
cell with me.’ 

Maybe they didn’t say anything like that at all. It’s possible 
that Emerson sat in one corner and Lamoreaux in the other and they 
made faces at each other. Or, still guessing, maybe Emerson , letting 
his mouth get away from him again, told the editor some interesting 
little items.

“EFFICIENCY’’ AT WORK. 


The following is a paragraph taken from the handbook of Mr. 
Frederick Taylor, the original efficiency man, which he issues to 
manufacturers, as a part of the formula in carrying out his. efficiency 
ideas: 

‘‘For the success of this system, the number of men employed 
on practically the same class of work should be large enough for 
the workmen quite often to have the object lesson of seeing men 
laid off, and others substituted in their places.’’ 

In ether words, this great efficiency expert makes it plain that 
one of the main essentials of his philosophy depends upon the neces- 
sity for the frequent discharge of employes, as ‘‘object lessons’’ to 
the other employes. There is no difference, except in form, between 
that requirement and the one which ealls for the overseer of slave 
days to beat up a slave every now and then, as object lessons to the 
other slaves. The mainspring of Taylor’s system demands the 
frequent sacrifice of workers in every shop, whether deserved or not, 
in order to increase the output of others and the dividends of the 
employer, and if anyone thinks that Taylor is thinking of any one 
except, the employer, when he is thinking efficiency,, the following 
éaution to employes, from the same book, should dispel such a 
notion, It says: 
¥ a tn) employes ‘should bear in mind.that each shop exists first, 
last ‘and all the time, for the purpose of paying dividends to its 
owner.’’

DETROIT, Mich., Nov. 30.—The 
lives of 30 persons were sacrificed 
in the woods of Northern Michigan 
ard Minnesota during the casestie cd > & 
season now approaching its. close, 
according to statistics compiled here 
tonight. , 

Sixteen fatal hunting accidents 
were reported from Michigan and 
the remainder from Minnesota. In 
addition more than half a hundred 
hunters were wounded in the Michi- 
gan woods alone. 

DULUTH, Minn., Nov. 30.— 
Fourteen dead and 12 wounded is the 
toll of the big game hunting season 
in Minnesota, which willcome to a 
close at midnight.

—In his open- 
ing statement to ‘the Arbitration 
Board, Warren S. Stove; grand center 
engineer of the BrothéFhood of Loco: 


tiotive Engineers, reviewed the con-| 


ferences which have preceded the 
Present arbitration of the wage and 
Service differences betwene the rail- 
roads and thevr eraployes. 

He said: 

“We shall endeavor to show that 
Curing the past 24 years the Western 
railroads have made remarkable 
Sains in productive efficiency by the 
installation of locomotives of greater 
tractive power. By the eHmination 
of curves and reduction of grades, re- 
markable increases in train loads 
have been made. The burden of all 
these economics in the interests of 
railroad investments ia borne by the 
men in thé transportation service. 

“The effect on engineers and fire- 
men has been three-fold. Their labors 
and responsibilities have been in- 
creased; their productive efficiency 
has been increased greatly, but their 
earning capacity, even at the slightly 
increased rates of payment they have 
received, has declined. 

‘“‘We hope to show that these rail- 
Toads, not satisfied with the present 
hard conditions, which have reached 
the limit of human endurance, are 
intending to add further to existing 
train loads, thereby increasing the la- 
bors and responsibilities of the en- 
gineers and firemen.” 

“Tt is only when some question of 
increase of wages of employes is 
concerned that they become solici- 
tous for the long-suffering public. A 
little group of financial pirates will

WASHINGTON, Nov. - 30.—The 
members.of the commfs$ion- named 
by President Wilson to setfle the Col- 
orado coal strike will begin work 
immediately, The commission is com- 
posed of Seth Low, president of the 
Civic Federation; . Patrick Kilday of 
Scranton, an, official of the United 
Mine Workers of America, and Chas. 
Mills of Philadelphia. 

Representatives of the Department 
of Labor in Colorado have been in- 
structed to plan the commission’s 
work. 

President Wilson was confident 
today that the commission will be as 
successful as the one appointed by 
former President Roosevelt to settle 
the Pennsylvania strike. He expects 
to evolve a plan for settlement 
which will résult in the reopening of 
the mines. The President said he/ 
was confident the operators would 
accept the services of the commfs- 
sioners. 

If the plan works, President Wil- 
son probably will suggest that Con- 
gress create a similar commission 
te act in future controversies. The 
‘Buccess of the Federal Mediation 
Commission in railroad disputes has 
convinced the Presiden tthat a sim- 
ilar body ought to exist to consider 
disputes of other industries.
